JORGE'S ARTICLE 


Those of you old time subscribers may remember me as the 
chap who wrote the news articles for IMAGE. This is my first such 
article in many months, and if the truth be told, it's not because of 
any prior commitments on my part as much as the fact that not much 
new anime interests me nowadays. That said, here's the goings-on for 
the last couple of months, filtered through my usual preferences and 
biases. Caveat reader! Ed. note - that means there may be some 
re-hash here). 

The long-awaited FIVE STAR STORIES movie premiered 
March 11. NEWTYPE magazine might be in real trouble if this one 
bombs -they've promoted this one to the hilt, featuring it on three of 
their last four covers. If the artwork is any indication, they have 
nothing to worry about. The movie also benefits from a strong 
back-up feature, UTSU NOMIKO (SPACE PRINCE), with character 
designs by Mutsumi Inomata (LEDA, WINDARIA). The double 
feature faces competition from the fourth SAINT SEIYA movie, 
SAISHUU SEISEN NO SENSHITACHI, to be released on the same 
day. 

The first of the new GUNDAM 0080 OAV's, WAR IN THE 
POCKET, was released March 25, with five more to follow on a 
monthly basis. Although Yoshiyuki Tomino won't be writing or 
directing this time out, I am reassured by the fact that the staff is 
stuffed with veterans of shows like MACROSS and HONNEAMISE 
as well as holdovers from MOBILE SUIT GUNDAM: THE 
REVENGE OF CHAR film. 

MEGAZONE 23 PART II took another step from rumor to 
reality when it's producers took out a full page add on the back cover 
of the May NEWTYPE. No details yet on staff, plot, or release date 
have been given. This one has been rumored for so long it may be 
old news before it is even released. 

The latest in a series of Penthouse videos on demonic 
poontang, (Ed. note - that's a colorful term for "adult animation”) 
UROTSUKI DOJI 3, slithered into video stores on April 10. Demons 
seem to have replaced cute-girls-with-guns as the latest "hot thing” in 
Japan. It seems like every third new OAV out there has the Japanese 
character "ma" (demon) somewhere in the title. 

Fifteen episodes of GATCHAMAN (Ed. note - the original 
version of BATTLE OF THE PLANETS) will be released on five 
~ videotapes beginning on April 25. Oli boy... 

BIG news for MAISON IKKOKU fans: All 96 episodes of 
the series will be released May 1 in a 24-volume laserdisc collection 
(similiar to the 50-volume set offered for URUSEI YATSURA two 
years ago). The price: only 150,000 yen, or, at 135 yen to the dollar, 
$1111.11. Oh well. My last year of college can wait, I guess. On the 
other hand, it would make a great graduation present... 

A PATLABOR movie subtitled LABOR'S WAR is scheduled 
for July release. 

New on TV: JUUSHIN LIGER, with a very SAINT 
SEIYA-derived look, premiered March 11, replacing YOROIDEN 
SAMURI TROOPERS (39 episodes); the latest TRANSFORMERS 
incarnation, TRANSFORMER V, premiered March 14; IDOL 
DENSETSU ERIKO and MIRACLE GIANTS DOOMUKUN (a 
baseball show) debuted April 2; CHIP & DALE'SS DAISAKUSEN 
prremiered April 3; AHIRU NO QUACK replaced ULTRA B April 3 
after the latter's 66th episode aired; TENKUU SENKI SHURATO 
(another "Shonen in Armor" show) premiered April 6; MADOO 
GRAZORTO replaced MASHIN EIYUUDEN WATARU (45 


episodes) on April 7; BIKKURIMAN changed titles after 75 episodes 
to become NEW BIKKURIMAN April 9. 

Saving the best for last, RANMA 1/2 arrived on the screen 
April 15. The art style looks much closer to the original Rumiko 
Takahashi manga than the anime versions of URUSEI YATSURA 
and MAISON IKKOKU were. The producers ‘chose to distinguish 
Female Ranma from Male Ranma by giving them different hair 
colors. 

The FIST OF THE NORTHSTAR game arrived as promised 
along with the comic. The game is actually from HOKUTO NO 
KEN 2. It's pretty amusing. The cover is a cel of Kenshiro facing off 
against Toki (!? Toki doesn't appear in the game at all, and Ken never 
fought him...). Wonder if Sega will ever re-release Black Belt (their 
unlicensed HOKUTO NO KEN game, reprogrammed in America as a 
generic chopsocky game.) 

And now Paul... 

Well, this is the issue we promised everyone we would do. 
People have often asked me what Panime's official stand on video 

"piracy" is, but I've never been able to give an answer: printed within 
are the views of the Panime junta, and not neccessarily the concensus 
of the club in general. 

But we'll get on to that later... In other news, I need to make 
clear what is going on with tape copying over the summer. You may 
continue to request tapes as you do, but the turn around time may 
extend even longer. You see, last summer the same thing happened, 
and Panime simply had to shut down. This summer, however, I 
would like to avoid this. If you're going to request tapes, make sure 
you understand two things: 1) It will take a little longer, and 2) be 
sure to send the request to: Panime, P.O. Box 130, College Station, 
Tx., 77841. My former mailing address is no longer valid, and 
anything sent there will go into another dimension... _ 

In other club news, I was absolutely estatic to see the 
reactions to Kirk Houser's article last issue. Reactions ranged from 
praise to utter condemnation. I say I'm estatic’ because it shows me 
that the rumors of "brain-dead fans" are greatly exaggerated. Some 
may have taken the article a bit too seriously (including the young 
man who wrote me insisting that he had proof that DIRTY PAIR 
really was made in Japan), but it was overall well taken. 

Again, what follows in this issue represent the opinions of 
the writer of the individual articles. In no way should this be seen as 
an attack on the members of the General C/FO. Instead, it is targeted 
at the people who make the decisions (and even some of them are 
out-voiced) in C/FO San Antonio. I had hoped that we would be able 
to avoid writing about the subject every issue (which is why the bulk 
of this issue is dedicated to that subject) but since I'm sure there will 
be a response, I doubt this is the last you will hear of it. Instead of 
making a decision about an organization based on hearsay, now is 
your chance to see the "official Stand” for eaten

WIOEO PIRACY 
AND SUCH... 


Over the last few months, a lot has been said and written 
about the subject of video tape piracy. Most of the people doing the 
Saying tend to be involved with copying video tapes in some form or 
fashion; not surprisingly, much of what they say tends to support 
whatever they were already doing. 

At the risk of being drowned out, I am adding my voice to 
this cacophany. Just so no one is deceived, I am in charge of taping 
at Panime. I have been dubbing tapes for no charge for about eighteen 
months now. But my conclusions here may surprise you. 

First of all, under what sort of copyright restrictions do 
Japanese videos fall? Obviously they are protected by Japanese law; if 
it were that simple, pirates would have a field day because Japanese 
law doesn't apply in the United States. But most of the larger 
Japanese studios (and quite a few of the smaller ones) place their 
works under international copyrights. By itself, this is nearly 
meaningless; international copyright carries about as much 
enforcement power as the World Court. But the United States 
recognizes international copyrights, so U.S. citizens are liable for 
infringements taking place on American soil and CAN be tried in 
U.S. courts PROVIDING, as in any case, that the copyright holder is 
willing to press charges or sue for damages. 

So that establishes the legal status of Japanese videos. What 
does that mean, in terms of who can duplicate these videos and under 
what circumstances? There are not many legal precidents when it 
comes to Japanese video tapes. But a good analogy is coprighted 
computer software. There are obvious parallels: both are on magnetic 
media, both can be duplicated relatively easily (compared to, say, a 
book), and both are protected by copyright. 

Some would have you believe (let's cut the bull, we all know 
it's Randall Stukey saying it) that the free duplication of video tapes 
by the C/FO (or Panime for that matter) is protected by the U.S. 
copyright law's "fair use” provision, which applies to "non-profit 
educational institutions.” Leaving aside the issue of the quality of a 
“C/FO education”, this assertation is ludicrous. Or at least the 
Software Publisher's Association thinks so; for the last few years, 
they have been aggressively prosecuting computer user group 
librarians and BBS sysops who do exactly the same thing with 
computer software and offer up the same defense to no avail. 

| So let their be no confusion: the unauthorized duplication of 
_ ANY copyrighted video tape , be it American or Japanese, is illegal - 
WHETHER A PROFIT WAS MADE OR NOT. There is only one 
exception: the U.S. Supreme Court ruled some years ago that 
material broadcast on television may be video taped. 

Those who defend the FREE duplication of copyrighted 
videos have used one other defense: the studio cannot sue for damages 
unless damage can be proven. No profits, no damages. This is equally 
ludicrous. Companies measure damages in lost potential sales due to 
someone getting for free what he/she would otherwise have to pay 
for, not the profit made by the pirate in the process (I admit here that 
this line of reasoning applies to U.S. companies. Quite possibly, the 
Japanese think differently). Of course, Japanese videos are so 
Overpriced that relatively few would buy them anyway, but the point 
is that at Ieast some would be sold. 

I got a taste of this working at conventions at Alex Botello's 


table. Alex no longer sells Japanese videos; he used to get a lot of 
interested people but no sales. The usual brushoff line is, "I would 
buy it, but I already got a copy from <source>.” And more often 
than not, that source is the C/FO. The C/FO gives away more copies 
per year than any of the for-profit pirates. 

Therefore, there really is no LEGAL basis for the C/FO's ban on 
for-profit dubbing. The type of dubbing that the C/FO does is just a: 
illegal as the for-profit dubbing that it stands against. In fact, the 
C/FO would be penalized even more harshly since it's activities are 
on a larger scale. The only basis is moral - the morals of Randall 
Stukey to be exact. Whose else could they be? The ban on "piracy" 
was enacted, in this supposedly democratic C/FO, without a direct 
vote by the members and by a board of directors, six of whose seven 
members were never elected and are essentially there for life unless 
they resign or are removed by a two-thirds vote (hah!) of the entire 
C/FO. 

Randall's main moral gripe SEEMS to be that the pirates are 
exploiting their customers. He seems to think so because, after all. 
people can get the same stuff from the C/FO for "free". Of course, i! 
ain't really free. You have to provide your own tape plus two 
shipping bags and postage both ways. Add to that the fact that 
Randall will not accept your next tape request until you send him 2 
post card acknowledging that you got your tape back, you're talking 
at least 12 bucks a request. That doesn't count the cost of joining the 
C/FO, either (you don't have to join, but you get higher priority ii 


you do.). After all is said and done, you wind up with a tape that is 


often not a first generation copy - in fact, almost never, since even if 
Randall's copies are first generation, your copies will be, at best 
second generation. Most people I've talked with don't see anything 
wrong with buying from pirates - you do pay a little more, but you 
get a better copy and you get it MUCH faster, without having to 
listen to all of the griping. Again, I feel I must insert this disclaimer, 
to guard against charges of hypocrisy: My taping rules are pretty 
strict too, and I do gripe quite a bit about people who don't follow 
them. But I also never, ever tell people who they can and can't deal 
with. If you don't like my rules or the quality of my tapes, that's fine 
- you can still buy from the pirates and I won't fly off the handle anc 
ban you or something silly like that. 

The bottom line is, in the last few months Randall has 
shown he wants to have his cake and eat it too. He has forbidden 
C/FO members from dealing with anyone who shows adult anime a 
conventions. Which pretty much means that the only good source 0: 
tapes is Randall Stukey (and if Randall stays consistent, he will have 
to forbid anyone from dealing with Nikaku Animart or Book: 
Nippan or most comic shops as well since they now sell piratec 
videos. In fact, most so-called "legitimate" dealers sell them). That 
only makes sense. After all, in the anime world, tapes are gold, sc 
Randall making himself the sole source of tapes can only increase his 
power and make it more difficult to remove him from his office (no 
that it isn't difficult enough already). 

But at the same time, Randall gripes a lot about his 
responsibilities. He seems to have forgotten that he took these 
responsibilities freely and that, in fact, there wasn't a hell of a whole 
lot anyone could have done about it (like Hitler saying, "It's tough 
being a dictator!"). To a small extent, I can sympathize with him - 
after all, I was dictator of Panime for awhile (note: Panime ha: 
NEVER claimed to be democratic; one member claimed we were 
once, but he quit...) and I took on the responsibilities freely. After < 
while, I found myself griping about it all and not enjoying my work 
at all. So I had the maturity and common sense to find a successo: 


he 


and resign, for my sake as well as for all the people who had to put 
up with my whining. And I think Panime is a better organization for 
it. 

Panime was VERY lucky, though, that I was even able to 
find someone to take over my job. The sorry fact of anime fandom 
(one of the subjects I agree with Randall on) is that so few people are 
willing to get involved. So it's highly unlikely that anyone in the 
C/FO will try to oust Randall soon. And given Randall's legendary 
stubborness and unwillingness to listen to opposing arguments, it is 
equally unlikely that he will reverse the C/FO's policy. 

There are some in the C/FO (mostly from San Antonio) who 
suggest that Panime is taking this too seriously in confronting 
Randall head-on. After all, most everyone in the C/FO already knows 
how ridiculously unenforceable Randall's new policy is. Even at San 
Antonio conventions, you can see C/FO members sneaking pirated 
videos out of the dealer's room. Granted, the new C/FO policy is 
nothing more than a minor irritant to most C/FO members. BUT 
IGNORING IT WILL NOT MAKE IT GO AWAY. And more 
ominously, Randall seems to be enacting new _restrictions 
periodically as he encounters no opposition to the previous ones. The 
present restrictions may be tolerable, but what about the ones that 
Randall will enact next month, or next year? The policy must be 
confronted; if not to reverse it, merely to prevent it from getting 
more restrictive. 

The lines are drawn. There can be no question. The entire 
anime community knows where C/FO San Antonio and Panime 
stand on this issue. Will the C/FO ban Panime? That might actually 
help Panime more than it would hurt. It would force people to choose 
between a "democratic" organization that tries to regulate its 
member's lives, or a "dictatorship" that lives and lets live. We've 
already picked up a few C/FOEs (C/FO Expatriots) since Randall 
announced his policy. And how would C/FO enforce such a ban? Our 
membership list is completely confidential; we've never published it 
and we never will. Many of our members have never heard of the 
C/FO San Antonio. And despite the scuttlebutt in San Antonio that 
Panime is a "dead” club, our membership has grown 62% and our 
subscribership 50% since last November. Our best estimates place us 
at more than half of the General C/FO's size and perhaps the third 
largest anime organization in the U.S. 

No one can accuse us of hiding from Randall either. Although 
he no longer subscribes to our trivial rag, we're sending him this 
~issué gratis. _ eR _

And now Paul... 

Indeed the subject of tape piracy has been getting a lot of 
attention in the recent past: people and organizations flinging 
accusations at each other faster than you can blink your eye. I only 
entered this realm of politics recently (though some claim I'm the 
reason why all this started), and I don't claim to be an expert on it. 

The main problem that I've encountered since becoming the 
editor to Image is the numerous legal questions that are involved in 
fandom. After exhaustive hours or research in numerous university 
libraries, and even more hours (and money) consulting with 
professors and a couple of lawyer friends, I've come to the conclusion 
that everything we do in fandom is basically not legal. For instance, 
this newsletter routinely uses names of characters and shows from 
copyright studios without written permission. No one really cares 
about this: it really isn't that important. So my main problem 
(politically speaking) is to find what is considered acceptable. In other 


words, how illegal is too illegal? Where to you draw the line? It 

becomes incredibly frustrating when other club leaders, who don't 
share your ideaology, tell you that you're doing something against 

the law and that you must stop it immediately. But what makes that 
worse is that they try to pass off what they do as perfectly legal. The 

worst part about that is that they aren't putting up a front: they really 

believe they're in the right! 

But, in my age-old tradition of not taking even the most dire 
events seriously (like the death of Osamu Tezuka: every American 
fan-zine made it out to be the most somber occasion since the death 
of Hirohito - another thing I felt was taken too seriously - but I opted 
not to run any story on him at all. I was overjoyed to see that the 
Newtype magazine in Japan released that month gave less than a 
quarter of a page to his death - heh, heh.) I'd like to point out some 
interesting correlations between American history and what we're 
dealing with now: again, you can choose to take this seriously or 
blow it off completely... | 

Let's go back to the late 1940's: America has just won World 
War II, our boys are home, and everything's great....wrong! - 
American scientists had anticipated the U.S.S.R. getting the A-bomb 
ten years after the United States, but by the end of the 1940's, the 
Ruskies had it too! In addition, Harry Truman had expected 
democracy to sweep all of Europe, but, in fact, Communist 
governments (puppets of the U.S.S.R.) popped up everywhere in 
Eastern Europe. Worse yet, China had gone Communist also. In less 
than five years, the hopes of Pax Americana went down the toilet. 
How could this happen? America needed a scapegoat: the Commies! 
The Commies were responsible for everything! This was the 
beginning of the second Red Scare... 

America was panicking under "Red Hysteria": numerous 
television shows entailed J.E. Hoover's F.B.I. catching Commies. 
But this soon moved from T.V. to reality: the beginning of the 
McCarthy Era. Senator Joe McCarthy made a crusade across America 
via television (which was fast becoming the most important 
invention in history). T.V. was new: if people saw it on T.V., it had 
to be true! Therefore, McCarthyism spread like wild fire. At the State 
Department in the nations capital, Federal employees were required by 
McCarthy to sign a loyalty pledge: if they refused, they were 
terminated (sound familiar C/FOE's?). Soon these pledges were 
everywhere: Colleges, High Schools, even the Screen Actor's Guild 
(where Charlie Chaplain and Walt Disney were labled Communists). 
The Smith Act and McCarren Acts were carried out in full. 
Eventually, by 1953, things wound down: it became apparent that 
McCarthy was a nut-case. On T.V., in front of the nation, McCarthy 
was nailed to the wall by the CBS anchor-man interviewing him: 
T.V. created and destroyed Joe McCarthy. 

In case it needs to be spelt out for you....I feel we are 
currently ungoing a tide of rising "Stukey-ism." People who don't 
sign the C/FO oath aren't allowed to get tapes, and if you're found in 
violation you might be branded a tape-pirate and excommunicated. 
What can stop this? Again look at our history, for it tells all... 

The United States Supreme Court basically has been 
conservative: always following the trends in America at the time. 
There is, however, one exception: the Court of Justice Earl Warren, 
perhaps the most progressive Court in our nations history. Among 
some of the decisions made by this Court include ROE VS. WADE 
and MIRANDA VS. ARIZONA: both landmark rulings. The one we 
should be most concerned with, however, is GREEN VS. THE 
UNITED STATES. Green was a man who worked for the Federal 
government who refused to sign a loyalty oath and was, therefore, 


terminated. The Court voted 9-0 that LOYALTY OATHS WERE 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL (keep that in mind the next time someone 
asks for your C/FO pledge sheet). Why was it ruled so? You see, we 
have a very special element in American democracy, something you 
still can't find in many countries: the belief that the individual is 
INNOCENT UNTIL PROVEN GUILTY. That is, loyalty oaths (and 
the C/FO pledge) presuppose that you are already acting against their 
wishes: an assumption which the U.S. Supreme Court says is 
illegal...but the C/FO oath is still around: makes you wonder what 
kind of a "democracy" the C/FO San Antonio really is... 

The other case we can focus on is SCALES VS. THE 
UNITED STATES. This case is strikingly similiar to the Green case. 
The difference here, though, is that this particular gentleman was put 
in prison as a result of the McCarren Act and the Smith Act. This 
time, the Supreme Court ruled that the Smith Act was 
unconstitutional because it violated the First Ammendment. In 
addition, they ruled that the McCarren Act was unconstitutional. 
Why? It violated the Sth Amendment: one of the 10 Amendments in 
our Bill of Rights. Among those rights is the FREEDOM OF 
ASSOCIATION. That is, Scales is allowed to talk to, deal with, etc., 
etc., anyone he wishes. Scales can, and so can you. So the next time 
Randall tells you that you aren't allowed to buy from or trade with 
"video pirates", tell him what he can go do with himself... 

The major difference here is that there is no "Pirate Hysteria”, 
it seems the rulings of the C/FO haven't been able to reach the level 
McCarthy's did. You should be aware though, that it is among 
YOUR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS to associate with anyone you 
wish, and there isn't a thing in the world Randall Stukey can do about 
it. I'm not stupid: I know many of you don't follow his rules 
anyway. But those who have been denied taping privledges from 
either C/FO San Antonio or C/FO members who refuse to trade with 
you for those reasons, have been done so wrongfully. Certainly 
anyone who takes as much pride in this nation as I do should realize 
this, and attempt to change the perceived wrongs within the C/FO 
hierarchy. This is my challenge: will the aid really stand for 
Democracy?
